Dear Kirbys 


I was sure you knew you could count on me for the 
November number, so I delayed that until I could get ray mind clear 
about my own reaction to the two per cent idea. I had had a long 
talk about it with Remain Rolland, who just doesn’t think it a very 
wise emphasis,. and he was rather convincing. He raised several points 
new to my thought, I have since mulled over his points, written about 
it in connection with ray pending talk at the War esisters' Conference 
at Iyons, and have come to a conclusion that while this two pee cent 
symbolism is in the main a catchy notion, it has the defects of most 
slogans and must be guarded with great care. We’ve got to do a lot 
more exact thinking than this, Einstein or no Einstein. We might 

need far more than two per cent to stop a war, as Rolland says, 

but he writes from knowledge of an agrarian country where industry 
has been little rationalized. I am inclined to believe that we would 
need no more than half of one per cent if that particular group were 
taken from among the highly skilled electrical or chemical workers, 
organized into strong unions educated for this function against war. 
This will be enough to give you ray line. Therefore, why not have me 
write on "The Question of the Two Per Cent", and diseuss the whole 
technique of war restriction, leaving aside ethics, the State, etc. 

I can pick a title when I get it (^t^ether. 


If it were not that my other article on War Resistance 
Old and New takes two pages and a half 5XX or thereabouts, without 
the sketch, I'd say to hold that and run it. It says better than any¬ 
thing I have written what ought to go in the November issue. Would 
you consider this? I could probably cut it down and reshape it if 
necessary.

Dear Mr. Sibley; 

About two weeks ago, in your column, appeared cynical state¬ 
ments of Kirby Page and his plan for the establishment of a 
secretary of peace in the governmental cabinet. You say, 
"Everybody who proposes big ideas wants millions of dollars 
to put them over — always at public expense." 

Are you a proponent of wart Do you believe that those who are 
in earnest about world peace and are striving to create in 
nations the desire for peace — that they must bear the ex¬ 
pense of these world-beneficial efforts? Is war the only thing 
which can justly be classed as a “public expense?" 

You next say, "The harder times are the more they (the reform¬ 
ers) want to spend." Can you cite any more specific Cactor 
other than war which has caused the present"hard times"? Why 
is it that we are having delayed payments of debts? Is it not 
because the world has not yet been relieved from the economic 
fury and turmoil hurled upon it by the World War? Is it dis¬ 
graceful to suggest that we spend a few million dollars for 
peace promotion? 




It is difficult for me to keep out of my mind, a comparison of 
the "burdens” which at present are supposedly crushing the world. 
In Europe, all kinds of diplomacy is being exerted in showing 
us that the annual payment of a war debt of four hundred million 
dollars is an absolute impossibility, yet, a little farther in 
the background is the huge annual arms expense of 5 billion dol¬ 
lars which the governments of the world have increased 70 .per¬ 
cent since 1914. Does it seem quite logical to say that Kirby 
Page is paying little attention to "private and public economies?” 
What would make more for the reduction of the expenses of the 
world than the cessation of wars? Why begrudge the spending of 
a paltry $100,000,000 for the establishment of a peace program 
which, if supported by straight-thinking Americans, living in 
the leading nation of the world, could serve as the nucleus for 
a world—wide peace movement? The backwardness of America in the 
movement is accountable in the tearing down by those Americans 
who are not thinking straight, who are afraid to give a shoulder 
to this great cause for fear of being ridiculed. 

Yes, Puck turned the spotlight on somebody when he said, "What 
fools we mortals be!" but we are not sure to whom he was refer¬ 
ring.

I think you are on the wrong track on the Griffin 
bill business, and I am submitting herewith a statement of my views 
in the matter. Whether you agree with me in the third point or not - 
and I can hardly see how you can fail to agree with me - there is 
sufficient cogency in my first and second points to persuade you, 
as it seems to me,to call off this movement on behhlf of the Griffin 
bill. I certainly hope that we will not clutter up the Macintosh case 
with any such patch work attempt to solve an issue which the Con¬ 
stitution itself, and the whole history of our nation,has once for 
all solved. The passing of the Griffin bill, before the Macintosh 
case is re-heard would result in the admittance of Dr. Macintosh 
Tinder the terms of the new legislation, while the principle of the 
right of Congress over conscience as announced by the Supreme Court 
would still stand.

Dear Niebuhr*—- 


I have your letter of July 16 in which you asked 
me to sign a petition to the President and the Congress for the 
passage of the Griffin bill. I am, of course, thoroughly in sympathy 
with the purpose behind this movement. However, this does not seem 
to me to be the next step. We do not now wish additional legislation. 
We wish a re-hearing of the Macintosh case before the Supreme Court. 

If on a re-hearing the case goes against him again, we may be forced 
tp demand new legislation. Dr. Macintosh has filed a petition for a 
re-hearing. It seems to me that, by going after new legislation at 
this time we drain off pressure which ought to be brought to bear 
upon the Supreme Court. 

In the second place, the most important issue involved in 
the Macintosh case would not be touched at all by the Griffin bill. 
After all, the terms upon which new citizens are to be admitted is 
not nearly so important as the terms on which actual citizens live 
under the Constitution. To pass the Griffin bill would settle the 
problem of naturalization, but it would not touch the deeper question 
of the rights of conscience tinder the Constitution. The Macintosh 
case does not, in its most fundamental aspect, involve pacifism. 

It involves conscience.in relation to the state. It seems to me that 
this question has got to be settled first. Any movement the effect 
of which is to divert public attention from the Supreme Court and 
the principle of tyranny which the court's decision, in effect, 
wrote into the Constitution, would be a disservice. 

In the third place, the passage of the Griffin bill would 
remove the possibility of using naturalization as a test of the 
Kellogg Pact in its relation to the conscientious objector to war. 

It seems to me that, on the level of law - and that is the level 
on which governments proceed - the supremely important thing for 
peace, is to get the Kellogg Fact interpreted by a court as law - 
intel*hati6nal law and the supreme law of this land. When we ob¬ 
jectors to war go out for the passage of new laws to correct con¬ 
ditions which a juridical interpretation of the pact itself would 
correct, we play into the hands of those who regard the pact as 
a mere gesture of good will, having no teeth, and meaning sub¬ 
stantially nothing.

I do not like to confess the need of any new legislation 
until we have proved that we do not already have sufficient legis¬ 
lation to accomplish the purpose in hand. This, of course, is not 
merely stubborn defiance, but it is a way of using the naturalisation 
issue as a means of doing much more than settling the terms of 
naturalization. I certainly will regret it if there is any move¬ 
ment to bring about the passage of the Griffin bill at this time. 

It seems to me to be short sighted, and to involve the sacrifice of 
much more important principles than any gain which might accrue from 
its passage.

Dear Kirby: 


Following up iiy letters to you about Arnold Johnson I enclose 
copy of a letter from Governor Sampson's secretary sent me by ny friend 
Gardner Byers. This letter dodges the whole issue of violence to persons 
other than Arnold Johnson; and it gives us no real assurance of protection 
even for Arnold. 

On Saturday before this letter came^Charles Webber, after a 
telephone conversation with me, telegraphed Arnold that if he thought his 
life was in danger and he was unable to accomplish anything effective by 
staying he should feel free to pull out. This message crossed with 
Arnold's last telegram to me. It seems clear from the latter that Arnold 
is not intending to pull out and of course it is much better for the morale 
of the whole situation if he stays. 

However, I do feel that we ought to make a special effort to 
influence the Governor of Kentucky further. Roger Baldwin, Charles Webbey, 
Frank Palmer and myself had lunch together today and went over the situation. 
We agreed there was little use in appealing to the Federal Government but 
that more pressure ought to be put on Governor Sampson. Roger is telepaph- 
ing Mrs. Rubin Post Halleck in Louisville and putting the whole situation 
before certain Hew *oric newspapers. 


Meanwhile we think it would be very good if you could beg, borrow 
or steal an automobile and travel over to Pineville, Ky. yourself to see 
Arnold and investigate things on the spot. You could then telegraph Governor 
Sampson from Pineville as editor of the World Tomorrow. You could more 
readily bring pressure to bear on him from other directions If you are able 
to assure people to whom you write or telegraph that you have made a first 
hand investigation. Incidentally, you would get a good story for the World 
Tomorrow which would help prove to left-wing non-communist labor that the 
World Tomorrow and the Fellowship are in earnest in striving for deoenti 
conditions by pacifist methods for the exploited. 


Please go if you can.
